The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about June 12, 2013, October 29, 2013, January 

23, 2014 you or your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations:

2*40 • Each dealer and exhibitor shall employ an attending 

veterinarian under formal arrangements. The formal 
arrangements shall include a written program of veterinary 
care. Each dealer and exhibitor shall assure that the 
attending veterinarian has appropriate aurthority to ensure 
the provision of adequate veterinary care and to oversee the 
adequacy or other aspects of animal care and use. 

(The program of veterinary care is incomplete other than the name 
and contact information for the attending veterinarian.) 

2*75 • Every dealer and other than operators of auction sales and 

brokers to whom animals are consigned, and exhibitor shall 
make, keep, and maintain records or forms which fully and 
correctly disclose information concerning animals other than 
dogs, and cats, purchased or otherwise acquired, owned, held, 
leased, or otherwise in his or her possession or under his or 
her control, or which is transported, sold, euthanized, or 
otherwise disposed of by that dealer or exhibitor. The records 
shall include any offspring born of any animal while in his or 
her possession or under his or her control. 

(There arc no records for the acquisition of five capybara, two patas 
monkeys, two diana guenons, two mangabey and two spider 
monkeys.) 

3.78 (b) • Outdoor housing facilities for nonhuman primates must 

provide adequate shelter from the elements at all times. It 
must provide prtcction from the sun, rain, snow, wind, and 
cold, and from any weather conditions that may occur. The 
shelter must safely provide heat to the nonhuman primates to 
prevent the ambient temperature from falling below 45 
degrees except as directed by the attending veterinarian and 
in accordance with generally accepted professional and 
husbandry practices. 

(Enclosures housing capuchins, mangabeys, and a pair of ruffed 
lemurs do not have sufficient wind or rainbreaks during inclement 
weather.)
